But it may be proper for me to 
account to you, on the first occasion of 
my presiding- at a political meeting, for 
the "faith that is iu me." I am a Kepub- 
| lican, as the two great political parties

number ol! its citizens. There is jiot a 
precinct in this vastiivtion where a Dem- 
ocrat cannot cast his ballot, and have it 
counted as cast, no matter what the pre- 
dominance of the opposite partv. He can 
proclaim his political opinions, oven if he 
is only one aiuong a thousand,.without 
fear and without proscription. There arc 
fourteen States, and localities in some 
others, where Republicans have not that 
privilege.

good deal of disgust manifested among 
the decent people of the city at this pro" 
needing, and the prospect of having to 
pay a small fortune for the privilege of 
seeing the great actress. 
The price of 
season tickets has been put tit SCO, and 
the 
management announces that not 


more than ten will be sold to a single pur- 
chaser. 
The earliest applicants will have 


the choice of seats. Under this state of , 
things the people will be at the mercy of 
a lot of conscienceless wretches unless 
the police authorities appear and dis- 
perse the mob which has collected.

CnrcAoo, Sept. 27.—Our streets are ab- 


solutely too narrow, to take care of the 
immense business now being transacted. 
The great thoroughfares are overcrowded 
from early morn until dark, and all kinds 
of business is behind. When a bridge 
opens to let a vessel or two pass, (ami 
this occurs every few minutes almost) tho 
street fills up at once with heavily laden 
trucks, street cars, &c., often extending 
half 11 mile each way. What to do is a 
mystery. If our streets were twice the 
width, so that two teams could pass abreast 
each 
way, in 
connection 
with 


the streetcars on the regular trips, busi- 
ness might then progress somewhat sat- 
isfactorily for a time, and every inch of 
space would be required, but as it is, 
Chicago is in u quimdry. Goods cannot 
bo got to the depot in time. 
Orders are 


away behind, and country merchants, 
north, south, east and west are out of all 
patience. Our merchants cannot help it, 
and every business man is tired and 
worn out, not receiving the needed rest.

More About the Horrible TragrclirH 


nt Warsaw, Indiana 


WARSAW, Sept. 29.—The excitement of 


yesterday's tragedies, the killing of Miss 
Annie Chaplin by G. L. Smith, and the 
suicide of the latter, is still fresh.

IT is almost impossible to get any in 


formation in this country except by per 
sonal inspection, and unfortunately the 
disturbed state of the country render 
this rather hazardous. 
Luckily twc 
gentlemen, one a Mexican and the othe 
an Englishman, who for the presen 
purpose it will be sufficient to call Don 
Pedro and Smith, were about to risi 
Tula, a town where the English road i 
to begin; and they kindly invited th 
writer to accompany them. From th. 
City of Mexico to Tula a railroad is be 
ing made by a Mexican company, anc 
the object of the expedition was to fine 
the easiest way through the mountains 
So it came that one cold morning, jus 
as the cathedral clock was striking five 
I found myself hurrying through th 
moonlit streets, dressed in a light sum 
mer suit, for the heat of the sun at noo 
is intense, in enormous "cavalier' 
boots ornamented with spurs at least a 
foot in length, a straw hat, and an enor 
mous zarape, a Mexican shawl. An 
awful revolver, of which I was in deadly 
fear lest it should go off, was strapped 
round my waist in spite of my remon 
strances. In vain I had argued will 
Smith that i was totally unacquaintec 
with the use of firearms, except such a 
one slays the sprightly robin or the pug 
nacious sparrow with. 
In vain I hac 


told him again and again that I wa 
eminently a man of peace, and tha 
nothing would induce me to take the 
Me of a follow creature. I had pointed 
out with considerable force that excep 
the clothes upon my back the brigands 
would find nothing worth stealing, and 
that the sure fate of the revolver woulc 
be that they would possess themselves 
of it. Smith, however, was inexorable 
He said thatyA was a thing altogether 
unheard of That any person should 
travel on those principles, and I must 
carlj a* least the revolver. 
So I had 
yielded and found myself arrayed like 
a veritable brigand, waiting at a street 
corner for the car that was to take us 
to the depot. When we arrived there 


the car, a 
the horses were taken from 
locomotive was attached, and after a 
journey of about two hours and a hal- 
we reached Huehuetoca, the present 
terminus of this little railroad. 
There 
IJon Pedro joined us with four most 
picturesque bandits, who were to form 
a guard through the mountain passes 
A very dirty old Mexican woman gave 
:is a cup of coffee each, and Don Pedro 
immediately ordered a movement. 


After we had swallowed our coffee.six 
fierce-looking mustangs were produced, 
and, after a violent altercation with the 
UtUe wretches, we all mounted in safety. 
For the first three miles we rode alono- a 
rugged road on which the dust was°at 
least a foot in depth. 
Every now and 


then a whirlwind catches this dust and 
the traveler can trace the course of the 
road by the enormous pillars that seem 
to reach to the sky. 
About three miles 


from Huehuetoca the road runs along- 
side the famous cutting of NoehistonfS, 
made by the Spaniards to drain the 
plain in which the city of Mexico stands. 
Jxmg ago this whole plain was one 
great lake, and the chain of lakes that 
runs through to the east of Mexico are 
remnants of this primeval inland sea. 
During the rainy season, which begins 
in May, the torrents which rush down 
from the mountains used to inundate 
the city, and the houses were con- 
stantly m danger. 
To obviate this, tho 


Spaniards, who were great fellows for 
executing such colossal undertaking 
when they had not to work themselves, 
employed thousands of Indians in cut- 
ting through a hill which formed the 
northern boundary of the olain. 
Like 


every thing else in Mexico, no person 
has any distinct idea of the manner in 
which the work was carried out.

place to lodge the malefactors. 
At the 


deepest part the cutting is about 190 
feet in depth. 
.i,T5?ning shaTPlv to tfie right, we left 
the high road and entered a very stony 
country covered with enormous trees of 
cactus and ''maguey." Great herds of 
goats were picking up a precarious 


istcncc by chewing the outer edge-of 
the cactus and cropping the few blades 
of grass that struggle up among the 
stones. A delicious cheese is made 
from the milk of these animals. 
The 


Mexicans eat it with honey, and it is 
much more palatable than would be 
supposed. 
Suddenly the stones and 


goats disappeared and we found our- 
selves in a smiling valley watered by 
a winding stream, the waters of which 
were used in the most scientific manner 
to irrigate the fields. As far as the eye 
could reach, acres and acres of wheat 
of the brightest green showed how na- 
ture rewarded the efforts of the farmers. 
On every side huge forests trees gave 
shelter and shade, and one might easily 
suppose that it was the valley of an En- 
glish river and not an upland plain ex- 
posed to all the heat of the tropical sun. 
From tliis point to Tula our road lay 
through a succession of similar valleys, 
proving that the fertility of the land as 


wheat-producing country is not exag- 


gerated. 
The system of irrigation is 


'Crfect, and not a drop of water wasted. 
The orginal settlers seem to have spared 
no expense or labor in constructing 
aqueducts and canals, which from their 
magnitude look more like the work of a 
)aternal Government than the enter- 
)riso of private indviduals. Every mile 
>r so, line residences with castelated 
walls and often with their private chap-- 
els, giving the whole a mediaeval air, 
stand surrounded by fine gardens. Un- 
brtunately, the unsettled state of the 
country, 
arising 
from 
the 
bands 


of robbers and insurgents, prevents the 
owners enjoying the delights of country 
ife and drives them into Mexico where 
kidnaping and murder are not so fre- 
quent. 


Tula is a pretty town, with a pleasant 


stream flowing through it. As is usual 
in Mexican towns, there is an enormoua 
church, for before their disestablishment 
the Mexican clergy were a very wealthy 
body, and delighted in erecting magnif- 
icent buildings altogether too large fov 
the number of inhabitants. Before the 
Aztec invasion of Mexico a powerful and 
highly civilized nation, the Toltecs,ruled 
this country. Their capital was for a 
long time at Tula, and the number of 
idols that are to be seen on every side is 
surprising. 
In the little plaza parts of 


several large gods are standing. 
We 


measured two immense fellows—the legs 
from the knees down being all that was 
left—and found that from the knee to 
the ground the distance was no less than 
nine feet, so that they must have been 
of quite a respectable stature when com- 
plete. The good people of Tula have 
not much respest for the remnants of n 
former civilization, and we saw several 
gods who had holes bored through them 
and acted as water pipes. Even in the 
stone walls that fence the road near the 
town dozens of small gods had been 
used as building material, andtheygave 
the walls a festive appearance, with their 
grinning mouths and funny goggle eyes. 


As we had left Mexico at five in the 


morning aud had only arrived at Tula 
at half-past three, most of the time be- 
ing spent in a Mexican saddle, an 
excellent appetizer, we were, as may 
be supposed, quite ready for our break- 
fast, and after doing ' it full justice, 
Smith began to investigate the numer- 
ous droves of donkeys and mules that 
were arriving and preparing to encamp 
for the night. The donkeys, or.as they 
call them here, the railroad of Mexico, 
are simply innumerable. 
There were 


at least twenty-five herds spending the 
night at Tula, and each herd consisting 
of from forty to sixty animals. 
They 


had no bridles, and" their loads wero 
merely tied on their backs, but they 
waddle along the road at a good pace, 
and arc very clever at avoiding horses 
or diligences that they meet. 
As a rule 


the Mexicans prefer to carry their goods 
either on their own heads or on the 
backs of their donkeys, and they are so. 
wedded to this that the laborers em- 
ployed on the railroad refuse to use 
wheelbarrows, and carry on their heads 
all the earth anil stones used in building 
embankments or bridges. Next to the 
donkeys, the mules 
are tho 
great 


carriers. They are harnessed in teams 
of sixteen or twenty to carts that carry 
about four tons, and these carts and the 
donkeys are at present the only means 
of taking the produce of the interior to 
Mexico, or of supplying the agricultural 
districts with the various articles they 
require. One item alone would almost 
warrant the construction of a railroad. 
The City of Mexico consumes each year 
80,000 hogs that are brought almost 200 
miles, down the country. 
These pigs 


are very fat when they start on their 
long journey and can only be driven 
about three miles a day. The trip lasts 
about two months, and during that 
time the pigs are fed with corn, so that 
the expense of bringing a pig to market 
U about five dollars.—Cur. N. Y. Sun.

THE IHiFFALOS. 


H<>w Tliey arc Hunted and Slaugh- 


tered in <li<> Far Went. 


A correspondent of tlio New York 


Times, writing from Miles City, says: 
"The most active industry of the win- 
ter has been buffalo-hunting, which has 
been pursued on a large soalo. 
The 


prairies in all directions from here are 
covered with the carcases of bison 
whose hides are seen hanging on the 
fences of the ranchmen along the river, 
or piled in the 
warehouses of this 


place. I have heard it asserted that 
10,000 buffalo have been thus slauo-h- 
tered for their hides in the Yellowstone 
Valley this season. Probably half that 
number would be a more reasonable es- 
timate. The hunting parties generally 
consists of five or six men—one to cook, 
one or two to attend to the skinning, 
and the remainder to do the shooting 
A hunter named White who - employs 
several of those parties, is reported to 
have secured 2,000. hides. 
A rou°-h 


calculation of the daily requirements°of 
the several Indian tribes in Upper Mon- 
tana makes it practicable to compute, 
with some accuracy, the possible dam- 
age sustained by the northern buffalo 
herd during the winter. The average 
consumption of buffalo meat by the 
Indians is about four pounds daily for 
each individual. 
At that rate thirtv 


buffalo are required daily by the Sittin*- 
Bull Sioux, and, extending the calcula- 
tion to the other tribes, it is probable 
that—between the Indians seeking food 
and the white man in quest of hides 
25,000 buffalo have been killed in East- 
ern Montana this season. 
This seems 
at first to be an enormous number, but 
it must be borne in mind that the herd 
Is itself enormous, and capable of with- 
standing such annual onslaughts with- 
out perceptible diminution. ' The white 
hunters receive $1.50 for each hide dei-: 
livered in Miles City, and when the; 
river opens several steamboat loads will 
be shipped hence for Chicago and other 
Eastern cities. The Territorial law for- 
bids the shooting of bison after Feb. 1, 
but the injunction is generally disre- 
garded, and when the portion of the 
herd now south of the Yellowstone 
passes by again on the way to the North- 
ern pastures, there will be another onset 
made upon it. The temptation to shoot 
is irresistible when a man can stand in 
the doorway of his cabin and fire into a 
herd of hundreds and thousands of head 
of cattle. Deer arp. also plenty, jind

Taking a peep, by permission, over 
i M. C.'s shoulder, as he reads his 


mail, we see he has forty letters which 
lave arriTed that day. 
There are four 


or five applications for pensions; as 
many more requests to secure a clerk- 
ship in Washington, or appointment to 
office at home or in the consular and 
liplomatic service; several petitions to 
lave postal routes changed, or one 
>ostmaster dismissed and another ap- 
>ouited. Others want lengthy explana- 
ions of the census law. 


One man writes for a number of 


>ooks, printed at Government expense 
and franked, to be sent him, which, if 
sent, would fill a whole express car. 
He specifies some, and winds up by 
idding, "and;all other volumes pub- 
ished at Government expense!"

" we tax-payers have a right to these 
jooks, as we pay for them ;" but if one 
nvestigates the amount of taxes usually 
oaid by those making such requisitions, 
they will be found possessed of little or 
no taxable property.

tates two letters from the recipient, one 
referring the matter to the Commission- . 
er of Agriculture, another informing the I 
applicant that his letter has been so i 
referred.

The four-years-old 
son of W 


fall by putting in a crop of winter rye, 
whith will yield them a good supply, and 
be out of the way in time for some other 
crop on the same land during the com- 
ing season. If the ground was plowed 
and prepared last fall, a crop can be put 
m right away, and a good crop secured 
in advance of almost every thing else. 
Using spring rye as the stock, with 
which mix a liberal supply of clover 
seed, and it will yield a good crop of 
rowen in the fall, and two .crops of 
CTeen clover the next season. 
Care, 


however, must be taken not to feed clo- 
ver in the fall, if frost-bitten, as it is 
dangerous to stock, especially to cows 
with calf. Follow the rye crop with a 
crop of barley, and, if you wish a va- 
riety, you can mix with oats and peas, 
following with Hungarian grass, which 
may be sown as late as the 1st of June, 
and a heavy crop secured in time for 
seeding down in the fall. A piece of 
run-out grass-land may be turned under 
and a good crop of fodder raised. 
In 


fact, we have known a fair crop of green 
fodder to be raised after cutting a crop 
of hay. Much the best way of growing 
corn fodder is to plant in drills and cuE 
tivate oncn or twice during the season. 
On poor land this has much to commend 
it, as the crop can be much more easily 
manured to better advantage. By strew- 
ing a quantity of it in the drills a large 
crop will often be the result. Another 
plant Uiat very well takes the place of 
corn and of which all kinds of stock are 
very fond, is sorghum, 
Although not 


so sure as corn, over many kinds of soil, 
a larger quantity may be grown than of 
almost any thing else. The soil must 
be mellow and quite free from weeds, in 
order to bring a paying crop, and the 
sued may either be sown broadcast or in 
drills. However, there is not one crop 
that possesses all the advantages of corn, 
us it can be sown during various inter- 
vals of the season, thus giving a con- 
tinuous supply; then, if frost comes a 
little too early, it can be cut and cured 
for uso lale in the season. The best va- 
rieties for quality are some one of the 
larger growing kinds of sweet corn, 
while for quantity the large western 
corn is decidedly the best, as it germi- 
nates quickly and grows rapidly, and, 
if tlie seed is pretty liberally applied, 
will not grow too large. 
By closely 


watching these varieties of plants, two 
or three different crops may be raised 
on the same ground, which will be 
greatly beneficial to the frequent plow- 
in". 


In commencing to feed do not wait 


j until the crop has attained its growth, 
| but as soon as it can be cut to good ad- 


j vantage. 
AVith this system of soiling, 


i as much manure may be made in sum- 


mer as in winter; this item of itseli 
paying for all extra labor and material. 
The manure made in this manner, if
